San Franctsco, June 14.— Lead- 
ville is under martial law declared by 
Governor Pitkin. All places of busi- 
ness were closed on Saturday. The 
drilling of the citizens’ forces is active. 
Cavalry and infantry one thousand 
strong charged up and down the street 
several times, but could not keep tbem 
clear. The mob offered no resistance 
but talked loudiy. Vesterday Gov- 
eroor Pitkio issued a proclamation ap- 
poiuting officers to command the town. 
The Sheriff also issued a proclamation 
demanding that all persons interfering 
with the working of mines desist uod 
er peril. It is supposed that martial 
law was declared because the Mayor 
and Council are in sympathy with the 
striking miners, and that the move 
was made to take the direction of af- 
fairs out of their hands. Feeling is 
intense, and trouble may begin at any 
moment.

SroxtNvorox. June 14.—4 large 
number of persons have visited the 
scene of the Narragansett disaster.

Tilden's Declining Boom. 

New York, June 14.—Thirty-six 
of thirty-eight states have chosen del- 
egates to the Cincinnati Convention, 
or 694 out of 788 delegates composing 
the Convention. As none of them are 
absolutely instructed for any candi- 
date, it is impossible to make a calcu- 
lation of the strength of the various 
aspirants which will be more than ap- 
proximately accurate. Enough is 
known of the preferences of the dele- 
gates, however, to make it apparent 
that the Convention will be strongly 
against Tilden. Giving him the New 
York delegates solid, and the votes of 
all the other delegates which he has 
even a prospect of securing, and his 
total votes to-dsy are only ninety- 
three, while the combined vote of all 
his rivals and the delegates uncom- 
mitted, is 254. Hancock has 39 votes, 
and Bayard 50, Thurman 82, Field 33, 
Seymour 29, Hendricks 17, and there 
are 54 votes uncommitted.

It is believed 
that seven are surely lost, their boats 
having been picked up and the ocou- 
pants not reported, and it is believed 
that a number of others have perished. 
The Bar has been very rough for sev- 
eral days.
